11 Years On And Still Going Strong 

Meet John Tremblay from Atlanta, USA, visiting in Lincoln 
recently. He was diagnosed with HIV 11 years ago, and 
OUTRIGHT asked him why it was important for him to be open 
and positive about his HIV status. 

"Post-diagnosis, I suffered survivor's guilt for nearly 2 years: 
Why should I be alive when so many of my friends had died? - 
my life seemed to have been taken over by the diagnosis but 
following counselling and therapy I decided I had to take back 
control of my life. 

With that control I 
began to feel much 
better about myself 
and felt I could be 
a good role model 
for others". 

"I had decided 
I would not take 
AZT because of the 
difficulty with the 
toxic side effects so 
when I was asked 
to take AZT be¬ 
cause my T cell 
count had 

dropped, I left the 
trial study and be¬ 
gan to look at other 
research data." 

Around that time eight years ago, the Alabama Pulmonary 
Association was investigating a drug therapy called PCM4 
which used a herbal liquid extract of swine pituitary glands. I 
have been on their trial now for three years, plus vitamin 
therapy including selinium and have witnessed a slow but 
steady increase in my T cell count. Of the 30 people of the 
original study including myself not one of us has so far

It is an 
extremely promising statistic although, by 
no means conclusive", he adds. 

"Celebrating our lives as gay men is 
so important for me and my continued 
survival. After my diagnosis, I spent so 
much of my time feeling unwanted as a 
gay man. It is important for me to let 
other people know that I am living a full 
and positive life, with my status. My first 
and last thought at night is always, will I 
be well next day..."

During a jaunt to the UK to promote 
the 1995 version of 'Love Eviction', Lon¬ 
nie Gordon, a woman with a big voice and 
even bigger personality had a long chat 
with Simon Smalley, the selected high¬

Obvious starter, who are your influences? 

In two words, Tina Turner. She's a 
powerful woman & kinda my role model. 

She went through years of abuse, knocked 
from pillar to post & was brave enough to 
stand up and tell people about it. I hope 
'Love Eviction' will open people's eyes to 
abuse, make people not ashamed to talk 
about it. I was abused as a wife and then 
took control of my life, so the song reflects 
the experiences as an abused woman. If 
someone you love is abusing you and you truly love them then 
you'll walk right out of that person's life, you leave them, honey. 
If you really love them it'll help them by you walking out.

Forget the cappuccino - Rouge is the astringent, concentrated 
expresso of gay magazines. The thinking queer's mag, if you 
like. No personal ads, no vodka, no snapshots of hot and 
heaving clubs. No fashion, no horoscopes, no gossip. 

"So - what's in it for me?" I hear you mutter. Well, nearly 50 
pages of good, solid, cov- 
er-to-cover reading. Split 
about 50/50 between in¬ 
teresting, thought provok¬ 
ing features and sharp, 
intelligent reviews. 

This issue's features 
cover gender in a big way 
with a very informative 
article on gender-juggling 
and an in-depth profile of 
singer Wayne County. 

There are equally 
brain-engaging pieces on 
AIDS and Art, Politics, the 
Age of Consent, Euthana¬ 
sia and a wild and witty 
essay by the late David 
McDiarmid, one of Aus¬ 
tralia's leading gay artists, 
on his search for men, art, 
sex and the perfect hairstyle. 

The reviews form a hefty Arts section covering music - 
ranging from golden oldies like Marianne Faithful, Dusty 
Springfield and (at last!) Scott Walker - to the likes of Bjork and

There's a brief glance at video too and a substantial 10 page 
book section.

A documentary of the life of Pier Paolo Pasolini, Connoisseur Video. 


54 minutes is no time for a 
full exploration of homosexual¬ 
ity, financial corruption, communism, capitalism, sexual devi¬ 
ance and crime, Christianity, sacred truths.

Due to an overwhelming demand, LesBe¬

An injury to one is an injury to all! 

Over 500 Lesbian and Gay delegates from Town Halls nationwide meet for 
their annual UNISON conference shortly. But despite this union's success 
there are only a handful of other trade unions with lesbian and gay self 
organised groups. We take a look at LGB trade unionists in San Francisco to 


see what they’re up to. 

In San Francisco, the Lesbian and Gay 
Labor Alliance is a nationwide leader in 
the battle against sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination at work by forging an in¬ 
creasingly powerful working coalition be¬ 
tween lesbian and gay groups among the 
wider union membership. 

"The main thing holding us together 
is that we want mutual support between 
the labor movement and the lesbian and 
gay movement," said LGLA co-chair 
Howard Wallace. "We think they have 
important things to give to each other." 

Formed in 1982, 
the Alliance has 
fought hard for the 
increased visibility 
of gays, lesbians 
and bisexuals 
within unions, and 
it provides support 
for people facing 
discrimination at 
work or who sim¬ 
ply want to know 
their rights. The 
LGLA works with 
every major trade 


union in San Francisco to fight for decent 
wages and other benefits, including do¬ 
mestic-partner benefits and against dis¬ 
crimination involving HIV / AIDS or 
sexual orientation. 

When contacted for help in a sexual- 
orientation discrimination case, LGLA 
usually advises people to first seek a 
solution through their union. If the indi¬ 
vidual doesn't belong to a union, LGLA 
provides advice and counselling and even 
takes direct action by approaching those 
charged with the discrimination.

Wallace explained. "It's fighting for equality not just for 
ourselves but for everybody." 

Some years ago the LGLA scored a major coup in organising 
a boycott of Coors that led every gay bar in San Francisco to 
■Lfuse to carry the beer, as a way of protesting at the Coors 
Prmily's anti-gay rhetoric and financial support of far-right 
political candidates. 

The LGLA is also a regular participant in cultural events like 
the annual Pride Parade, where it had 100 supporters carrying 
banners with the LGLA motto, "An injury to one is an injury to 
all". Next June the LGLA will host its first National Pride at 
Work Conference and has already invited hundreds of national 
lesbian and gay trade unionists from across USA to San 
Francisco for the conference. 

Despite the LGLA's many victories, Wallace says that much 
more needs to be done. Even in San Francisco in 1995 many 
lesbians and gays are reluctant to come out at work. As Wallace 
explained: "Many people say, 'I am out at work, but I don't talk 
about it. 1 Well, they are not really 'out 1 . And if it's like that here 
imagine what it's like in other cities", he added.

Sheffield Young Lesbian group was formed in 1983 to help 
young lesbians through the experiences of prejudice and 
homophobia. The group has a management committee and a 
part time worker to run the group but is eager to welcome other 
lesbians to join them in running the group and staffing the 
phone line.
